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MUMIA ABU-JAMAL, now in Graterford State 
Prison in Pennsylvania, was granted a stay of 
execution on August 7. On August 12 some 
5000 people gathered at City Hall in Philadel- 
phia to protest his incarceration and to call for 
a new trial. President Chirac of France and 
Nelson Mandela were among the many nota- 
bles and peoples around the world to join in 
this appeal. At the end of the arguments by 
defense attorney Leonard Weinglass in behalf 
of Mumia in the Philadelphia Common Pleas 
Court, presiding Judge Sabo postponed the 
hearings until September 11 at which time he 
will hear a summary of the defense arguments 
and after that will give his decision on whether 
to grant a new trial. If his decision is negative 
an appeal will go to the Penna. State Supreme 
Court. People are urged to ask Governor Tom 
Ridge to refrain from setting an execution date.

Conditions in that unit are atrocious: stifling 
heat and humidity; filthy and falling apart, tiny 
cells; bad plumbing, noise; bugs; 
joke/recreation, etc. | only had to spend a few 
days there; many of the Cubans have been 
there for years.” *** “| was brought from that 
unit to the SHU where | was jumped on and 
roughed up while handcuffed behind my back 
by five brave and honorable defenders of truth, 
justice and the American way, for refusing to 
cell with a smoker. Such insistence seems

There’s nothing quite like getting a root canal 
while you’re handcuffed to a waist chain. | kept 
thinking of the time | saw the nuns wash out a 
kid’s mouth with soap.” *** “Oscar, Mutulu 
and Tom have all been moved to J-unit. From J 
you go to H-unit and then finally to the pre- 
transfer unit,.step 4. The UNICOR factory is at 
step 4. I'm still languishing at Step 1 but | 
should get a review in about 3 months. They’re 
moving prisoners along through the steps 
much quicker now than they will after the entire 
program is fully operational. This translates to 
now being the best time to get one’s foot in the 
door towards getting out of here....”

A number of us, 
both lay people and lawyers, are trying to find 
ways of encouraging more lawyers and legal 
organizations to get involved, and we are 
searching for more efficient ways of utilizing 
the talents of lawyers who now are serving 
valiantly.
